1. The word “Galleries”, wherever used in these Conditions of Sale, means the 
Parke-Bernet Galleries, Inc. 


2. The Galleries has exercised reasonable care to catalogue and describe cor- 
rectly the property to be sold, but it does not warrant the correctness of descrip- 
tion, genuineness, authenticity or condition of said property. 


3. Unless otherwise announced by the auctioneer at the time of sale, all bids are 
to be for a single article even though more than one article is included under a 
numbered item in the catalogue. If, however, the articles under any one num- 
bered item are designated as a ‘“‘Lot’’ then bids are to be for the lot irrespective 
of the number of articles described in such item. 


4. The highest bidder accepted by the auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the event 
of any dispute between bidders, the auctioneer may, in his discretion, determine 
who is the successful bidder, and his decision shall be final; or the auctioneer 
may reoffer and resell the article in dispute. 


5. Any bid which is not commensurate with the value of the article offered, or 
which is merely a nominal or fractional advance over the previous bid, may be 
rejected by the auctioneer, in his discretion, if in his judgment such bid would 
be likely to affect the sale injuriously.

Note: This secretary was purchased by the author near Paris about the year 
1906, when he was living at Les Sablons, near Moret (1906-08). He used the 
desk at Les Sablons until April, 1908 and also at Avon, Fontainebleau, where he 
transferred his residence in that month, and where he lived, at intervals, until 
August, 1911. The Old Wives’ Tale, generally considered to be his masterpiece, 
which was begun in October, 1907 and finished August, 1908, was written at this 
desk, which the author used also in the execution of the immediately succeeding 
works, which included: the last part of Clayhanger, the plays What the Public 
Wants, The Great Adventure, and Milestones, essays and stories. 


He moved to Comarques, Thorpe-le-Soken, Essex, in February, 1913, and 
the desk remained in his possession until his death; it stood in his bedroom at 
Comarques, and from the end of 1922 onwards it was in his house at 75 Cadogan 
Square, London, $.W. Arnold Bennett died in March, 1931. 


A sale of the entire personal property of the author was effected for legal 
reasons in July, 1931, at which time Mrs Cheston Bennett, the author’s second 
wife, bought in the desk for herself; and it has remained in her possession ever 
since. 

The desk has high sentimental value to students of English fiction and 
admirers of Arnold Bennett’s work, since it was vitally associated with one of 
the great creative periods of his career—the years 1905-10—of which the writing 
of The Old Wives’ Tale was generally conceded to be the apex. It is therefore 
possibly the most important non-literary relic remaining from the life of the 
great English creative artist.
